MOY FISHERIES. 


ACTION AGAINST BALLINA MEN. 


The hearing was resumed of the case of 
Margaret Little and others against John 
Moylett and others, of Ballina, in which the 
plaintiffs claim a declaration that they are 
entitled to and possessed of a severa) fishery 
in the River Moy, in the Counties of Mayo 
and Sligo, and an injunction restraining the 
defendants from, as alleged, trespassing on 
the fishery. 

The defendants traverse the statements of 
the plaintifis, deny the allegations made 
against them, and plead. olternatively, that 
by deeds or a deed, which have or has been 
lost or destroyed ‘by accident, the plaintiffs 
or their predecessors in title granted to them 
ihe right of fishing in the portion of the 
river from and including the weirs at Ballina 
and Ardnaree to the high sea. 

Mr. Jellett, K.C.. Mr. Price, K.C., Mr. 
Phelps, K.C.. and Mr. Newett (instructed by 
Messrs. W. J. Shannon and Co.) appeared for 
ihe plaintiffs: and Mr. Lynch, K.C., Mr. 
Martin Maguire, K.C., and Mr. Conor A. 
Maguire (instructed by Messrs. Ruttledge and 
Corr) for the defendants. 

Mr. Jellett having concluded his statement 
on behalf of the plaintiffs, 

Evidence was then calied, and the case for 
the plaintifis had not concluded when the 
Court rose.

PROVISIONAL LIQUIDATOR 
APPOINTED. 


In the matter of the Companies Consolida- 
tion Act, 1908, and in the matter of the 
Alliance Omnibus Company, Ltd., the regis- 
tered office of which is at 134 Lower Baggot 
street, Dublin, 

Mr. Nolan-Whelan (instracted by Mr. John 
Moran) applied on behalf of Joshua Barr, the 
petitioner in the matter, for an order that 
Mr. Barr be appointed provisional liquidator, 
pending the hearing of the petition, on the 
grounds, he said, that the assets were being 
sold. 

Counsel stated that the company had six 
motor ’buses, and on the 23rd of last month 
a meeting of the company was held, at which 
the directors put forward a resolution stating 
that, they were not in a position to carry on 
the business owing to the financial difficulties 
in which the company was placed. That 
meeting was adjourned generally. He was 
in a position to put in an affidavit of the 
posting of the notice and of service, and this 
appointment was only a matter of safeguard- 
ing the assets. He had an affidavit stating 
that two of the 'buses were being sold. 

There was no appearance on behali of the 
company. 

Mr. Justice Johnston made an order ap- 
pointing Mr. Barr provisional liquidator pend- 
ing the hearing of the petition, and limiting 
his powers to the taking custody of the assets 
of the company. He reserved the question 
of costs. 


LIMERICK ADMINISTRA- 
TION SUIT. 


INTEREST IN TWO TIOUSES. 
(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON and MR. JUSTICE MURNACGHAN.) 

The plaintiffs in the case of Michael Doyle 
and Morgan. McMahon against Frances 
O'Doherty, James O'Doherty and Michael 
O’Dohertvy appealed from an order of Mr. 
Justice Hanna, dated 15th February last, in 
the High Court, transferring the action for 
trial to the Circuit Court at Limerick. The 
plaintiffs and appellants now sought to have 
the order reversed and an order made in lieu 
thereof directing that the action be retained 
in the High Court. 

All the parties reside in Limerick, che 
plaintiff Michael Doyle being a builder and 
the plaintiff Morgan McMahon a timber 
merchant.. The defendant Mrs. Frances 
O'Doherty is the widow of Thomas O'Doherty, 
late of Greenville, O'Connell! avenue. 
Limerick. who died intestate on the 29th of 
May, 1924, and the other defendants were 
children of the deceased man and Mrs. 
O'Doherty. The proceedings, it appeared. 
arose in connection with the administration 
of the estate of the deceased man, the 
ome en having executed a joint and several 
ond for the due administration by Mrs. 
O'Doherty of his personal estate and effects 
on the 27th of August. 1924. On the 29th 
November, 1926, an order was made by Mr. 
Justice Johnston that Mrs. O’Doherty. the 
administratrix, should lodge in court sums 


amounting to £808 10s.; and the plaintiffs, 


‘at the request of the the defendants, ad- 


vanced that sum for Jodgment in court in 
compliance with the order, the defendants, it 
was stated, having, by an indenture dated 
16th May, 1927, granted and assigned to them 
the title, estate and interest of Christina and 
Catherine O'Doherty, daughters of the de- 
ceased man, in the two houses 1 and 2 Green- 
ville, O'Connell avenue. 

Jn the action the plaintiffs sought a 
declaration that under the indenture they are 
heneficially entitled to the right, title and 
interest of the two defendants in the two 
houses, which, it was stated, formed no 
portion of the deceased man’s assets. 

The Court, without calling on counsel for 
the defendants, dismissed the appeal, with 
costs. 

Mr. Molony, K.C., and Mr. J. Reidy 
(instructed by Messrs, R. McNamara and 
Co.) appeared for the appellants and plain- 
tiffs; and Mr. M. Binchy (instructed by 
Messrs. P. S. Connolly and Co.) for the 
respondents and defendants. 


A SLIGO BOUNDARY WALL. 


CORPORATION’S APPEAL. 


In the cases of Sligo Corporation v. John 
Gilbride and Attorney-General (Sligo Cor- 
poration) v. same, the plaintiffs appealed 
from the entire order of Mr. Justice Meredith, 
dated 20th February last, transferring the 
action for trial to the Cireuit Court in the 
Midland district, and applied to have the 
order discharged, with costs, on the growad 
that, as the action could not be commenced 
in the Circuit Court, it could not be tried 
there. 

Mr. Wood, K.C., and Mr. M. J. Ryan 
(instrucled by Mr. 8. H. Derham) appeared 
for the Sligo Corporation and the Attorney- 
General, the oy eager and appellants; and 
Mr. Carson, K.C., and Mr. t A. Finlay 
(instructed by Mr. James O'Doherty) for the 
defendant and respondent. 

The action was brought with reference to 
the alleged wrongful pulling down and 
demolition by the defendant, his servants and 
agenis of a boundary wall about seventy 
feet long erected upon Bridge street, in the 
Borough of Sligo. 

The plaintiffs claimed an injunction against 
the defendant restraining him from removing 
the wall, a mandatory injunction compelling 
nar to restore the wall and materials forth- 
with. 

The defence was a traverse of the cause of 
action and a general denisl; and alterna- 
tively, admitting the plaintiffs’ allegations for 
the purposes of pleading, the defendant 
stated that the plaintiffs granted him permis 
sion to remove and demolish the wall.

District Justice, came before the Court on 
an application on behalf of Miss Kennedy to 
make absolate, notwithstanding cause shown, 
a conditional order granted by the Court on 


or permitting to omg boc 24th July, 1928, for the purpose of 


bringing up, with a view to its being 
quas ed an order, dated 17th July, made 
hy District Justice Kenny, fining Miss 

Keumedy 10s., and directing that in default 
of payment she should be imprisoned for 
seven days. Miss Kennedy and three other 
women—Mrs. Bridget Donnelly, 4 Granby 
row; Miss Rosetta McCabe, Blessington 
street. and Miss Margaret O'Riordan, 4 St. 
Peter’s fond—were arrested on the 17th July 
and bronght before District Justice Kenny 
in the District Court. _ The charge entered 
on the charge sheet against them was :— 
‘Did between 12 and 1 p.m. 17th July, 
1928, wilfully obstruct and interrupt the free 
passage of persons on the public footway at 
Chancery place by standing thereon, and did 
refuse to desist when cautioned. 

“HH. The prisoner Margaret Kennedy being 
guilty of conduct caleulated to provoke a 
breach of the ce at said time and place 
by stopping and questioning persons walking 
along the fuotway.”’ 

During the hearing of the charge, as stated 
in one of the affidavits, the words “and 
shouting, causing a crowd to collect,’ were 
added. 

Mr. Geoghegan, K.C., and Mr. Fraak T 
Sweeny (instructed by Messrs. Fullerton atd 
Doyle) appeared for Miss Kenuedy m sup- 
port of the application to make absolute the 
conditional order; and Mr. Vincent Rice, 
K.C.. and Mr. T. A. Finlay (instructed by 
the Chief State Solicitor) appeared to oppose 
the application 

Mr. Geoghegan, in opening the case, sub- 
mitted that the order was bad. He read an 
affidavit of Miss Kennedy, in which she 
stated that she was a member of the society 
known as the Legion of Mary, which was 
estublished for the purpose of placing at 
the disposal of the poor of Dublin assistance 
und advice. Part of the society’s activities 
related to assisting the poor to avoid places 
where faith or morals might be imperilled. 
She stated that on July 17 she and Miss 
Margaret O'Riordan were on duty in 
Chancery place to advise people not to enter 
the institution known as “The Medical 
Mission’’ if they were Catholics. The duty 
was further to hand aay person requiring it 
an introduction to an institution where 
Catholics might go without having their 
religious beliefs interfered with. 

While she and Miss O’Riordan were outside 
the Medical Mission Mrs. Bridget Donnelly 
and Miss Rosetta McCabe, two other members 
of the society came to them with a supply 
of cards, and while they were speaking 
Guard 54D approached and told them to 
move on to the road. They remained on the 
footpath as there were motor cars on the 
road near it. They spoke to three or four 
people who came from the mission, telling 
them if they were Catholics it was wrong 
to go there. They used no threatening, 
abusive or insulting words. The Guard 
returned with Sergeant 1089D. The Guards 
arrested them and brought them to the 
Bridewell. They were afterwards charged in 
the District Court before Mr. Kenny. The 
District Justice asked them to give an under- 
taking not to do it again, and Miss O'Riordan 
said that they could not give such an under- 
taking, and the Justice said she would be 
fined tweniy shillings. The defendant said 
that she would undertake to remain off the 
footpath, and Miss O'Riordan then said that 
she would give that undertaking, too. The 
Justice fined defendant ten shillings, and 
allowed the others out under the Probation 
Act. 

Counsel read a number of other affidavits. 

Mr. Charles J. Kenny, in the course of an 
affidavit, said that he informed Margaret 
Kennedy that he would amend the second 
charge against her by adding the words “ and 
shouling, causing a crowd to collect” He 
told the defendants that they could asi: 
questions of the witnesses, give evidence on 
cath, or make a statement not upon oath. 
They made no reply. He was satisfied on 
the evidence that the charges were proved 
Subsequently, on July 20th, at the request of 
Margaret Kennedy, he prepared and signed 4 
formal conviction, 

The Court granted the application, and 
allowed the case to stand in order that an 
amended conditional order might be served 
on respondent.

SEQUEL TO DISSOLUTION OF 
COUNCIL, 

The case of Edward Phelan v. the Minister 
for Local Government and Public Healt): 
came before the Court on an application on 
hehaif of the prosecutor, Mr. Phelan, to 
make absolute a conditional order of 
mandamus addressed to the Minister, requir- 
ing him to fix the amount of Mr. Phelan’s 
pension as standing solicitor to the late 
Carrickmacross Rural District Council, pur- 
suant to the provisions of Section 8 of the 
Local Government Act, 1919.

BIRTH CONTROL. 

On the subject of birth control, Sir John 
Keane said that there could be two points 
of view. One was the moral or religious 
and the other was the political or military. 
He did not challenge the right and the total 
correctness of the Reteon atholic point of 
view, but it was not the only point of view. 
He knew that on the general subject all 
churches were in agreement, but certain 
churches went further than others. He 
quoted a speech by the late Archbishop of 
Canterbury, which approved of birth control 
under certain circumstances. 

There were two methods of censorship— 
that of repression or control, which was the 
method of the majority Church, which fos- 
tered good and discouraged bad; and the 
alternative method of freedom of choice, 
which was generally the Protestant method. 
He did not say that the latter method was 
a better way. The State had no right to 
interfere between these two classes, and that 
b ll was a distinct attempt to do so. 

In the spirit the bill was almost a breach 
of the Constitution. It sounded a note cf 
despair. They had experienced forty or fifty 
years of free education; yet they drew a 
picture of the people thirsting for moral 


choice, and so lacking in jodgment, that 
undesirable matter must be withheld from 
them. 

It was also a note of despair on the part 
cf the Church. Surely, with all the moral 
authority they possessed, they should have 
confidence in their power to control their 
members and direct their choice into wise 
and healthy channels. 

The McGILLICUDDY of the REEKS said 
that no reasonable person took exception to 
the principle of the bill, but there were cer- 
tain aspects of it which called for com- 
ment. There was an overwhelming volume 
cf opinion that a censorship could be 
more naturally obtained by the better moral 
education of the young, and that the present 
legislation was sufficient. More power was 
required to deal with sex appeal and con- 
traceptive propaganda which was coming 
into the country. Apart from the moral 
aspect, the general practice of birth con- 
trol was as economically unsound as the 
restriction of output in industry. 

The success or failure of the bill would 
depend on the manner of its administration 
The Minister, he thought, should be in a 
position on the committee stage to give the 
House a very definite forecast of the finan- 
cia] liability involved in the bill.

MR. JOHNSON WANTS RACING 


NEWS CURTAILED. 


Mr. JOHNSON. (Labour) thought that 
the bill had been immensely improved since 
it passed through the Dail, and was deserv- 
ing of support as now before them, 
although ain amendments were required 
to clear up what the Minister had declared 
to be his desire. One important feature of 
the matter was the fact that they had a 
wealthy Press catering for a depraved de-. 
mand, in the search after advertisements 
and circulation. They had an instance lately 
of the hind of thing that certain newspape’s 
went out of their way to publish—sensa- 
tional news about the awful state of things 
in the City of Dublin and the country gene- 
rally. How was that. to be stopped? 

There were other publications, not 
newspapers, which contained the kind of 
thing most decent people did not desire. 
Was such undesirable literature to be pro- 
hibited, or should they trust to the applica. 
tion of the criminal law? A strong case 
could be made for the application of the 
law where an offence had been committed. 
He would prefer the judgment of a Board 
to that of the Minister. He had got an m- 
sight into the kind of dangers which resided 
in the Minister. The speech which the 
Minister made on the previcus night on 
another matter was full of the atmosphere 
of tyranny in the best vein of Hamar Green- 
wood without any sense of justice and ;e- 
gardiess of the liberty of the subject. A 
man or Minister with such a mentality 
sang on a campaign to purify the litera- 
ture of the country, and to use the power 
that he had without any check, was much 
more dangerous to the reading public than 
a Board. 

GORY SENSATIONALISM. 

The concentration of criticism upon im- 
= papers of the undesirable kind was 
ardly just if they exempted from their 
criticism the Dublin-printed . Certain 
evening newspapers in Bublin printed 
column after column, headed sensationally 
and giving details of the most sordid crimes 
committed in England and abroad, which had 
no relation whatever to this country and in 
which peeple had not the slightest interest. 
This practice was not nearly so bad in the 
morning papers. 

He asked that the scope of the bill should 
be extended to prohibit the publication of 
betting odds before races. There was one 
hundred and fifty times more evil prevalent 
in the country, excited by the publication of 
betting odds in the form of news and 
prophecies, than all the evil literature at 
present being circulated. He had no hesita- 
tion in asserting that if the Minister were 
to use his present powers to get a case into 
the Courts, he wonld get such an interpreta- 
tion of the existing law as would enable him 
to be much more drastic than any board was 
likely to be. 

Mr. COMYN (F.F.) submitted that the 
measure was a necessary one. He did not 
think that the opposition, as voiced by Sir 
John Keane, was either moderate or reason- 
able. This was not mainly a question of 
morality; it. was also a question of race and 
nationality. He was glad that the people of 
Ireland had no knowledge of the literature 
on contraception, and hoped that the measure 
would be so drastic as to prevent it. It was 
political propaganda directed against the 
Irish race, and he wanted to stop it. The 
question had been asked: Was the measure to 
be retrospective? Why not? If literature was 
obscene and immoral and written one thousand 
years ago, the fact of its antiquity was no 
reason why it should go into the hands of 
the young people of the country. 


“ BLUE ' BOOKS ON THE BORDER. 

Mr. O’FARRELL (Labour), referring to 
the question of reporting to the Minister 
about books that were alleged to be immoral, 
said that there was a danger that there 
would be set on foot a number of ‘‘ felon- 
setters,” who would go about the country 
preaching and lecturing on faith and morals, 
and who, at the same time, would be charg 
ing unjust charges for goods and robbing 
the community. Another point that was 
raised by the bill was the position of the 
Catholics in Northern Ireland. If a book 
were suppressed in the Free State, it would 
merely be an advertisement for it across the 
border, and Catholics in the North would be 
unprotected. He, however, could see no relief 
for that: it was a situation arising out of 
the measure. 

Mr. P. HOOPER referred to the changed 
attitude of the critics of the bill when it 
introduced as compared with their 
present mild criticisms, and said that it 
looked as if they were trying to cover their 
retreat from a somewhat ignominious defeat. 
Those critics had not only denounced the bill 
at home, but had carried the warfare across 
the water. The Irish people were held up 
to ignominy and painted as a supine people, 
led by narrow-mindedness, and no opportunity 
was lost to blacken them in that respect. 

Among protests received against this bill 
were some from people of the Irish race in 
other lands, who had ben influenced 
by the statements of great literary men, 
not more than five per cen. of 
whom bad. ever sen the bill, or 
read its provisions. That seemed to have 
been a disgraceful campaign. 


IRISH JOURNALISTS’ VIEWS. 

They had heard a good deal about the 
freedom of the Press. When the liberty of 
the Press was really in danger in the country, 
and newspaper employés were in danger of 
their lives—when offices were blown up and 
persons were sent to prison—they heard, 
then, very little on the question of the liberty 
of the Press from those who were shouting 
so loudly about it in connection with this 
bill. Irish journalists were misrepresented 
by anybody who suggested that they were 
not in favour of the bill. When a similar 
bill was before the British Parliament, the 
organisations of journalists were anong its 
strongest supporters. The same was true of 
Irish journalists now. 

A great deal of the literature that it was 
sought to keep out of this country was re- 
garded by journalists as a degradation to 
their profession. It was not journalists who 
wanted to push this objectionable stuff on 
the public, but wealthy men who had no 
newspaper traditions; men who went into 
the newspaper business as they would go into 
the bacon trade—hecause they thought there 
was money in it. Those papers pandered to 
the lowest taste of the public, and the average 
journalist had no sympathy with joarnalism 
of that kind. 


‘‘ RECOGNISED ASSOCIATIONS.” 

The elimination of the section of the bill 
dealing with the ‘‘recogmised associa- 
tions” was a blundez, and if nobody 
else proposed ah amendment to restore 
that section he would do so. He congratu- 
lated the Minister on the way in which the 
(pposition to the bill had vanished. 

Mr. DOUGLAS said that he would have 
opposed the bill in its original form, but 
he would not vote against it as amended by 
the Dail. This question of evil and porno- 
graphic literature had been raised at a 
Committee of the League of Nations. It 
was an inte:national problem, and if there 
was to be international co-operation sun. 
stantial powers must be in the hands of the 
different Governments. He disagreed with 
Mr. Hooper that the elimination of the 
“‘ recognised associations” section was a 
blunder. They might get rid of the difticult y 
of having too many complaints by charging 
a fee to be lodged with each complaint. ‘fhe 
powers to be obtained should be the minimum 
necessary to make the censorship effective.

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MINISTER’S REPLY. 


THE CHURCHES AND THE 
CENSORSHIP. 


Mr. FITZGERALD-KENNEY (Minister for 
Justice), in concluding the debate, said that 
it would be difticult to say what the costs 
of the bill would be until it had been work- 
ing for some time. They would then know 
what staff would be required. It would 
depend on the number of complaints, and the 
only expense they would have would be that 
of the staff. He did not anticipate that it 
would be a large one. 

The person making a complaint would have 
to send a certain number of copies of the 
publication complained of. That would stop 
cranky persons from sending in complaints. 
He was glad that Mr. Farren, who - had 
experience, believed that a board of five 
would be superior to nine. 

Dr. Gogarty had stated that the bil! 
originated with two barristers, That was not 
the origin of the bill. The bill originated 
from a report sent up by a Committee eet 
up some years ago, on which there was not 4 
single barrister; and the bill was drafted in 
the ordinary way by the Parliamentary 
draughtsman. 

As to Sir John Keane’s statement that 
this censorebip of itidecency in _ periodical 
publications was an entirely new principle, 
and that everybody should be left free to buy 
or see anything they liked, he was many 
years too late in preaching thai doctrine. He 
should have preached that before’ the 
Indecent Advertisement Act was passed, 
many years ago. If this bill was an infringe- 
ment of the liberty of the subject, so was the 
Indecent Advertisement Act. 


“A VERY UNHAPPY SPEECH.” 


Sir John Keane had made a very unhappy 
speech when he endeavoured to bring in 
religious controversy. He said that he was 
speaking for an intelligent, educated body, 
but he did not say what body. He (the 
Minister) took it that Sir John meant that he 
was speaking on behalf of the Protestant 
Church, but he did not think he was doing that 
That was unfair to a number af senators 
who were as good Protestants as Sir John 
himself, and who were voting for that 
measure, and had not chosen Sir John as 
their spokesman. a 

He (the Minister) did not see how religion 
could enter into a matter of that kind. After 
all, was it not part of every religion that 
indecency was wrong? Were not the Ten 
Commandments as binding on the Protestant 
as on the Catholic conscience? Was there 
any difference in what tended to demoralise 
a Catholic and a Protestant? Sir John 
Keane had not made it clear as to whether he 
thought there was no evil in existence, or 
that it was so terribly big that it was impos 
sible to check it. His whole speech was a 
mass of inconsistencies. 

Senator Bagwell’s main idea was that 
freedom of thought was essential to the pro- 
gress of the world; but there was nothing in 
the bill which would prevent the free circula- 
tion of thought unless it was pornographic. 
Exactly the same priuciple came in in :¢-ard 
to birth control, cause the bill was going 
to check that evil, that he believed that the 
majority of the Senate would support it. 

On the motion being put, the second read. 
ing was carried, Mr. Bagwell dissenting. 


COMPULSORY IRISH. 


Mr. MILROY (Government) said he had 
been asked by the promoters of the Legal 
Practitioners (Qualifications) Bill to sponsor 
the bill in that House. As it was not very 
urgent, he suggested its postponement for a 
fortnight.

DAMAGES FOR FALSE 


IMPRISONMENT. 
(BEFORE JUDGE SHANNON.) 

An interesting case was heard arising out 
of the by-election contest which took place 
in Dublin City North last year between Mr. 
V. Rice, K.C. (Cumann na nGaedheal), and 
Mrs. (now Senator) Clarke (Fianna Fail). 

William Kearney, of 5 Rosse street, North 
Circular road, was plaintiff in the case, and 
Senator Mrs. Clarke, Seafield road, Clontarf, 
defendant. 


Plaintiff sought damages for alleged false 
imprisonment on polling day in the by- 


election referred to. 

The plaintiff’s evidence was that when he 
went in St. Gabriel’s Schools, Cooper street, 
to record his vote the usual questions’ were 
put to him by a young girl named Dunne, a 
personation agent for the defendant. after 
which he was sworn. He voted, and as he 
was leaving the booth Miss Dunne had him 
arrested. He was taken to an adjoming 
room, kept there until polling was over, and 
then conveyed to the Bridewell. Later that 
night Mr. Briscoe, T.D., and Miss Dunne 
came to the Bridewell, and he was released 
about 11.30 p.m. ‘There were about thirty 
poopie in the booth when he was arrested. 

Miss Annie Dunne stated that she had the 
plaintiff arrested because she thought he had 
ersonated. Later she accompanied Mr. 
triscoe, T.D., to the Bridewell, and was 
there when the plaintiff was released. 

Counsel on both sides addressed the Court 
on the lezal aspect of the case. 

QUESTION OF DAMAGES. 

On the question of damages, Mr. Conor 
Maguire (instructed by Mr. J. 8. O'Connor), 
who appeared for the defendant, said that 
the only question was what damages the 
plaintiff should have for being detained for 
a couple of hours in the Bridewell. 

The Judge—He was arrested in a booth 
which contained a number of people, put into 
an adjoining room, and then taken to the 
Bridewell. It certainly was a very un- 
pleasant thing, to use a very mild term. 

Mr. Maguire—I agree. I ask you to con- 
sider the fact that Mrs. Clarke being involved 
as defendant is due to the fact that at that 
particular time she had to exercise her judg- 
ment over a large area in appointing a 
number of agents, and, while she is respon- 
sible for the acts of this girl, that that might 
be taken into account in assessing damages 
against her. 

The Judge—I quite see that. 

Mr. Roe, (instructed by Messrs. Duggan 
and O'Reilly) apneared for the plaintiff, and 
said that the plaintiff was a respectable man 
and was arrested in a district where he was 
known. There should never have been the 
slightest suspicion im his case. He sub- 
mitted that plaintiff was entitled to such a 
sum as would make it clear that there was 
no possible justification for his arrest. It 
was @ very great ignomipy. 

JUDGMENT. 

The judge said that he thought the plain- 
tiff was entitled to recover even if Miss 
Dunne had reasonable and proper cause for 
her action. Even if reasonable and proper 
cause afforded a defence to the action, he 
would certainly hold that Miss Dunne had 
not such cause for having plaintiff arrested 
merely because another agent beckoned to 
her and made some remark, the gist of which 
they had not heard. He was quite sure that 
the plaintiff's arrest got some publicity in 
the district. It was a matter of great 
iynominy to him to be arrested and taken to 
the Bridewell. He was not going to give 
punitive og because he was quite 
satistied that iss Dunne acted bona fide, 
and, of course, there was no suggestion of 
mala-fides against the defendant. He though! 
it was a case in which very full compensation 
must be given, and gave a decree for £20.

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SHAKESPEARE AND THE LAW. 


WAS HE A STUDENT OF THE INNS OF| 


COURT ? 


: | ———&——— 
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LL .commentators on Shakespeare’s 
works speak of what. they describe | 
as the wonderful accuracy» ob-« his 
references to legal matters, and t 
marvellous knowledge of the law thereby 
manifested. Are these references wonder-' 
fully accurate, and do they manifest a 
marvellous knowledge of the law? “Poets. 
when they stray from the flowery meads of 
imagination and attempt the rugged paths’ 
of technical knowledge, enter upon 
. dangerous ground. No doubt— 

“The poet’s eye, in a fine frenzy rolling, 

Doth glance from heaven to earth, from 

earth to heaven, 

And, as imagination bodies forth 

The forms of things unknown, the poet’s 

en 

ows them to shapes, and gives to airy 

nothing 

A local habitation and a name.” 

The law, however, is not made up of 
airy nothings. It is governed by rule and 
reason. Authors, as is well known, trip. 
when they enter. on the domain of 
technical knowledge, even where © such 
knowledge relates to “the moon and the 
stars and the wind on «the heath.’’ 
In a recent review reference is made to 
the fact that Carlyle, in his “ French 
Revolution,” deseribing the night of 
August 9th, 1792, wrote that: ‘“‘Orion and 
the Pleiades glitter down quite serene,” 
whereas these stars could not have arisen 
over Paris untildaybreak, Shelley ignores 
the motion of the stars in the passage, 
‘Far o’er the Southern waves immovably, 
belted Orion hangs.’’ In the “ Windsor 
Shakespeare,” edited by Henry N. Hud- 
son, it is stated that Shakespeare’s large 
and apt use of legal terms and phrases 
has induced many good Shakespearians, 
Jearned in the law, to believe that he 
must have been for some time a student of 
that noble science. 

Aiter a careful study of the legal terms 
and phrases used by the poet, we agree 
that they are, generally, apt and accurate, 
and we share in the opinion that Shake- 
speare must have been, in his early days, 
an apprentice to the “trade of noverint.’’ 

_ It is rather a remarkable fact, but one 

' admitting of very simple explanation, that 
all the legal terms and phrases used by 
Shakespeare, with a notable exception, to 
which I shall allude later, refer to the 
laws of real property. The study of law 
was comparatively simple in the poet s 
time. There were then no Married 
Women’s Property Acts, no merchant 
shipping laws, no banking laws, no law of 
bankruptcy, no. laws of joint stock com- 
panies. The law of workmen’s compen- 
sation was not in existence. There were 
no laws of State insurance, or individual 
insurance affecting either person or 
property. Railways, motor cars, steam- 
ships, and all the multifarious statutes 
and legal decisions that have followed in 
their train, were not even dreamt of in 
the poet's philosophy. Factories and the 
Factory Acts were yet to come. The law 
of trusts was in its infancy. There were 
then no settled land acts. The criminal] 
law was simple and severe. 


* LITTLETON ON TENURES.” 


Land, however, was then the chief 
source of wealth and the great concern of 
the law. All the principles of “real 
property and conveyancing in vogue in the 
time of Henry VIII, as was pointed out 
in a recent issue of the Law Tinies, were 


comprised in one small volume ef 287 |. 


pages, namely ‘‘ Littleton on Tenures,”’ 
This book was subsequently revised, with 
a commentory, by Coke, Chief Justice cf 
the King’s Bench in the reign of James 1., 
and was at that period published under 
the title of ‘‘Cake upon Littieton.’’ When 
David Copperfield first entered the law 
office of Mr. Wickfield, he was impressed 
by finding an industrious Uriah Heep 
deep in the study of ‘‘Tid’s Practice,’’ 
sand by the rapturous exclamation of that 
slimy individual, ‘‘Oh, Mr. Copperfield, 
what a writes Mr. Tid is!” May we not 
figure to ourselves a Uriah Heep of the 
Elizabethan age exclaiming to the 
ingenuous law apprentice, Master William 
Shakespeare, “Oh, Master Shakespeare, 
what a writer Mr. Littleton is!”’ 

It is most probable that Shakespeare 
was, as was Master Shallow (“ Henry 
1V.,” Part 2, Act 3, Scene 2), a student of 
the Inns of Court. ‘‘I was once of 
Clement’s Inn (quoth Shallow), where I 
think they will talk of Mad Shallow yet. 
There was I and little John Doit of Staf- 
fordshire, and black Gtorge Bere and 
Francis Pickbone and Will Squele, a 
Cotswol’ man, and you had not four such 
swinge bucklers in all the Inns of Court 
again ’’—to al! which Falstaff responds in 
the oft-quoted line, 

“We have heard the chimes at midnight, 
Master Shallow.”’ 

It has at all times been the aim of land- 
owners to settle or tie up their lands in 
such a way as to give a father a life estate 
in landed property, followed by an estate 
tail to his sons successively. This 
arrangement proved a convenient and safe 
mode of dealing with the family estate, 
save in so far as it proved an obstacle to 
free alienation. In Shakespeare’s days, 
and for a long time aliterwards, lands so 
entailed could not be released from the 
entail save by fictitious legal proceedings, 
as a result of which the lands became 
again vested in one individual for an 
estate in fee simple, with freedom of 
alienation, These fictitious legal proceed- 
ings'were known as “common recoveries ' 
or *‘fines,”’ according to the particular 
nature of the proceedings adopted to free 
the land from the entail. One of the 
actors in this absurd legal larce was the 
Crier of the Court, who was called the 
“Common vouchee.’’ It: seems now to 
have been a very ridiculous proceeding, 
and in later days was swept aside by a 
Statute (ó and 4 Will. IV. Cap. 74), which 
substituted a simple deed executed by the 
parties, for the old elaborate machinery. 


INSTANCES FROM “ HAMLET.” 


The absurdity of the old proceedings 
appealed to the poet’s sense of humour, 
and he refers to it repeatedly. In the 
eravediggers’ scene in Hamlet (Act V. 
Scene 1.), the Prince of Denmark, on 
seeing a skull battered about by the grave- 
digger’s shovel, grimly remarks: ‘‘ Why, 
that may be the skull of a lawyer. Where 
be his quiddets now, his quillets, his 
cases, his tenures and his tricks? Why 
does he suffer this rude knave to knock 
him about the sconce with his dirty shovel, 
and will not tell him of his action of 
battery? This fellow might be in’s time, 
a great buyer of land, with his statutes, 
his recognizances, his fines, his double 
vouchers, his recoveries. Is this the fine 
of his fines, and the recovery of his 
recoveries ?”” 

In the same tragedy (Act III.. Scene [.), 
Hamlet, in the famous soliliquy on 

. suicide, places his finger on the defect oí 
all others that’ has harrowed litigants all 
through the ages when he speaks of— 

“the law’s delay, 

The insolence of office, and the spurns 

That patient merit of the unworthy takes.” 

In Act IV., Scene I., we have the grave- 
digger referring to the law as expounded 
in the very ancient Coroner’s Court (a 
court that has always taken itself. so very 
seriously), as “ Crowner’s quest law.” We 
find further reference to the much-abused 

ure to bar entails by fine and re- 
covery in Act. IV., Scene á of the ‘‘ Merry 
Wives of Windsor,” where Mistress Anne 
Page, speaking of Falstaff’s latest aitempt 
on the virtue of the “ Merry “Vives,’’ and 
its discomfiture, remarks :—“ If the Levil 
have him not in fee simple, with fine and 
recovery, he will never, I think, in the way 
of waste, attempt us again.” A tenant in 
fee simple, unlike a tenant for life, was 
entitled to commit acts of waste with im- 
punity.

The right of “dower,” as it existed in 
Shakespeare's time, was the right of a 
widow, on her husband's death, to one- 
third of the lands held by him for an 
estate of inheritance, which right attached 
to such lands on the husband’s death, in- 
dependent of -any gift he might make 
thereof by will. It was a valuable right, 
and one which deserved and received much 
consideration in relation to any dealing 
with the land. In the “*Zaming of the 
Shrew ” (Act'L, Scene 2), Petruchio asks 
Baptista what “dowry” shall he have 
with her to wife. Baptista answers: 
“ After my death the one-half of my lands, 
and in possession twenty thousand 
crowns.” Thereupon Petruchio says: 
“And for that dowry I'll assure her cf 
her widowhood—be it that she survive 
me—in &tl my lands and leases whatso- 
ever. Let ‘specialties be therefore drawn 
between us, that covenants may be had on 
either side.’’ 

“JOINTURE” AND “ DOWER.” 

Here the poet has trippad, as dowry did 
not arise through the ‘act of the parties, 
but by force of law. ‘‘ Jointure’’ in lieu 
of dower, being a provision for the in- 
tended wife agreed on between the parties 
and secured by deed, was what was here 
evidently intended. In Act IV., Scene 3, 
the word “dower” is again incorrectly 
used in the sense of “jointure.”’ It is 
now, however, well settled that consider 
ably more than half this play was not 
written by Shakespeare. The, particular 
portion attributed to Shakespeare does not 
include the lines above quoted. Theseus 
in “A Midsummer Night’s Dream “ (Act 
I., Scene I,), refers to the effect of dower 
in the correct sense, when he says— 

“ Now, fair Hippolyte, our nuptial hour 
Draws on apace, Four happy days 

bring in 

Another moon, but O! methinks how slow 
The old moon wanes, She lingers my 

desires 

Like to a step-dame or a dowager, 

Long withering out @ young man’s 

revenue, 

In the historical plays there is a number 
of apt legal words and phrases. In 
“ Richard iL,” Act II., Scene 3, Boling- 
broke complains: ‘‘I am denied to sue 
my livery,’’ in a sense well understood by 
lawyers. In “Henry 1V.,” Part I. (Act 
III, Scene 2), Bolingbroke, being then 
King, in addressing words of counsel te 
his son, the truant Prince of Wales, tells 
how his predecessor on the throne 
cheapened himself by too much vulgar 
display : 

“ Grew a companion to the common streets, 
Enfeoffed himself to popularity ” 

—in other words, gave himself away 

absolutely and entirely to popularity. 

The word ‘ enfeoff’’ was then the correct 

legal term to use in the grant of an estate 

of inheritance. w 
In ‘‘ Henry VIII.” (Act TII., Scene 2), 

Suffolk, in conveying the. King's dis- 
pleasure to Cardinal Wolsey, refers 
correctly to a Writ of Pramunire to be 

issued against him: 

“To forfeit all your goods, lands, tenements, 
Chattels, and whatsoever, and to be 
Out of the king’s protection, this is my 

charge.” “ 

In “ Richard III.’’ (Act IIT., Scene 7) a 
Scrivener, speaking of the indictment of 
'“the good Lord Hastings,”’ “which in a 
set hand fairly is engrossed,” uses the 
word ‘‘precedent’’ in the sense in which 
lawyers now use the word “draft,” and 
in ‘‘King John” (Act V., Scene 2) the 
word is used in the like sense which was 
probably the usage of the day. The word 
“ addition,” which at the present day is 
used by lawyers in the sense of “ title, 
trade or profession ’’—but only in official 
documents, such as writs of summons—is 
used by Shakespeare in that sense, all 
through his works. The popular use of 
the word'as meaning “title or profession,”’ 
has long since fallen into disuse. 


A NOTABLE EXCEPTION, 


I remarked, at the outset, that the legal 
terms in Shakespeare’s works were almost 
invariably made use of in relation to real 
property only. The one notable exception 
is to be found in “The Merchant of 
Venice ” in reference to the bond given by 
Antonio to Shylock, to secure the loan 
made by the latter to enable Bassanio (the 
bosom friend of Antonio) to. proceed to 
Belmont to woo the fair Portia. The play 
is so beautiful, so masterly, so delightful 
from start to finish, that it seems to be 
the act of an iconoclast to criticise any 
of its parts, even from the point of view 
of technical accuracy in relation to its 
legal propositions. The story of the bond 
was, it appears, drawn by Shakespeare 
from an Italian novel by Giovanni Fioren- 
tino, written as early as 1378, so that its 
legal inaccuracies did not originate with 
the bard of Avon. 

Shylock (Act I. Scene 3) says :— 

“Go with me to a notary, seal me there 
Your single bond, and in a merry sport, 
If you repay me not on such a day, 

In such a place, such sum or sums as are 

Expressed in the condition, let the forfeit 

Pe nominated for an equal pound 

f your fair flesh, to be cut off and taken 

In what part of your body pleaseth me.’’ 

Antonio’s bond from the legal point cf 
view, was simply a bond to secure the re- 
payment of money lent. The ‘‘condition’’ 
usually annexed to bonds is that, on the 
person bound doing some specified act (as 
paying the amount of the bond when the 
bond is to secure payment of money) the 
bond shall be void. The condition of an 
ordinary money bond, such as that given 
to Shylock, should state that, “if the 
above bounden (debtor) should pay unto 
the said (creditor) the full sum of £—— 
(usually half the amount named in the 
penalty) then the above written bond shall 
be void; otherwise the same shall remain 
in full force.”” The bond proper (that is, 
the opening part) stipulates for the pay- 
ment of a sum usually double the amount 
of the actual debt—which is called the 
penalty. The condition of the bond is 
really in relief of this penalty, and 
stipulates that, on the payment of the 
actual debt (not the penalty), or the per- 
formance of some specified duty expressed 
in the bond, then the bond shall be void. 


THE ERROR GLORIFIED, 

The condition in Shylock’s bond is not 
in relief of the penalty, but imposes a 
penalty in the event of default of payment 
at the particular date stipulated. In the 
opinion of the writer, such a stipulation 
was wholly unsustainable in law, even 
without the aid of any special provisions 
of the Venetian law for the protection of 
Christians in their dealing with Jews, It 
would, therefore, appear that the fair 
Portia, even with the help of the 
“learned Bellario,’’ was a bad lawyer, and 
missed .the vital point that the bond 
itself “is the thing,” and that the con- 
dition annexed to it is in relief of the 
penalty, and cannot impose a penalty in 
default of payment of the bond according 
to the tenor. 

This was, of course, well known to 
Shakespeare, but the truth is that he 
found in the old romance an excellent 
story to ‘‘tickle the ears of the ground- 
lings,’’ and, that he clothed its dry bones 
with raiment of unsurpassable beauty. So 
enriched, it has proved to be one of the 
glories of English literature, the delight 
of the centuries that have elapsed since its 
music first entranced the cultured and 
critical ear of the age. 


Lady Butler's Pictures :

I wonder how many who pass through 
the Chamber of Commerce buildings from 
Cope street to Dame street or vice versa, 
ever stop to think that this is not a public 
right of way. There is a notice at the 
Cope street end informing all and sundry 
that the passage must only be used by 
members, of the Chamber and other 
gentlemen or persons having business with 
members. Is the word “ persons ” 
intended to cover the fair sex only, or is 
there a subtle suggestion that all of the 
males who enter cannot be designated as 
gentlemen?. In any event I am quite 
sure that many people trek from the far 
side of the Liffey through Merchant 
Tailors’ Arch past the Telephone

stared at by quite a few until I decided 
it would be healthier to move on.

Lady Butler has a wonderful way of 
expressing her thoughts when painting, 
and in all her works you can see her 
wonderful interpretation of human 
expressions. Most of her pictures are 
connected with the Crimean War, which 
her husband took part in, but “ An 
Eviction in Ireland ” is different, and 
shows the misery caused by an eviction, 
and she has in this picture agam 
expressed the -terrible anxiety that tl 
eviction is causing to the despairin 
figure of the woman in the foreground.

Thousands of tourists will pass the 
dump this summer, and if it remains in 
its present offensive state, the visitors will 
leave the country with a very poor 
impression as to our ideas of cleanliness.

Lambay.

“ George Birmingham.” 


Shortly after reading what you wrote a 
few days ago (says one of my correspon- 
dents) on the fire at Mell’s Rectory, Canon 
J. O. Hannay’s beautiful residence near 
Frome, I came across in an old magazine 
one of the first reviews of his early novel, 
Be Pg tm “ The Seething Pot,’’ 
published away back 
in 1905. Now, after 
nearly a quarter of 
a century; this re- 
view makes curious 
reading. “ Who,” 
asked the reviewer, 
‘is George A. Bir- 
ningham ? or, rather, 
who is behind what 
is obviously a non- 
de-plume?’’ He went 
m to guess, quite 
correctly, that this 
novel was not a first 
book by a ’prentice 
hand, but he hit wide of the mark when 
he surmised “that Dr. W. KR. Mac- 
Dermott—author of ‘‘The Green Re- 
public '—has had a hand also in the 
manufacture of ‘The Seething Pot.’”’ 
The review was signed ‘‘ T.M.K.,’’ the 
initials of the late T. M. Kettle, and it 
is-surprising to find a critic of his pene- 
tration identifying the Canon with the 
doctor. 

Canon Hannay’s first book was, in fact, 
a life of his father-in-law, the Rev. F. R. 
Wynne, D.D., Bishop of Killaloe, pub. 
lished in 1898. It will’ be news to many 
who know him only as a novelist to learn 
that in 1902 and 1903 he published im- 
portant studies on Christian monasticism 
which proved him a scholar of no mean 
order. After his discovery of the rich 
vein of humour in “ Spanish Gold” it 
will be remembered that he tried his hand 
at the drama, but his first play— 
‘“Eleanor’s Enterprise” (1911)—pro- 
duced, if I remember rightly, by the 
Theatre of Ireland, never won popular 
favour as did the more farcical ‘‘ General 
John Regan.” Canon Hannay’s father 
was the Rev. Robert Hannay, D.D., Vicar 
of Belfast, and the novelist’s own interest 
in. Ulster and its people was shown in 
“The Northern Iron,’’ one of the finest of 
Irish historical novels. 


An Admiral’s Obsession. 


The etiquette which existed in the 
Royal Navy in the days of canvas caused 
senior Officers to lead a very solitary life, 
sometimes. extended for long spells 
together. This not infrequently told upon 
their nerves, and their habits were often 
marked by eccentricity bordering on mad- 
ness. One such was wont to introduce a 
pig or an ass into his state room on the 
pretext that they reminded him of home. 
Another, a retired admiral, used to reside 
near Quilty, Co. Clare. This unfortunate 
gentleman, otherwise sane, laboured under 
the illusion that he was made of glass 
and he used to move around with pillows 
fastened about him to serve as fenders.

Both President and deputy were wrong, if 
we are to believe Mr. Simon, lately Lord 
Mayor of Manchester. He tells us that, 
though England has built a million new 
houses, yet the slums there remain practi- 
cally unaffected; and, on the other hand, 
he believes that they could be largely 
abolished in ten years, and entirely in thirty 
years. May not both assertions hold good 
for Dublin? “Mr. Good justly complained 
that the new bill, like its predecessors in 
the Dail, would provide houses for the 
artisan, but would not touch the slums. Un- 
fortunately, he advanced no suggestions as 
to the way in which he would deal with 
the latter. Eresident Cosgrave claimed 
that his ‘‘Government had taken a large 
number of people out of the tenements and 
placed them in self-contained cottages.” Ex- 
cellent; but we want to know how many of 
these came from the 26,000 people in Dub- 
lin living in houses officially described as 
unfit for human habitation, what proportion 
still remain there, and how many the 
£200,000 now being voted will remove. 
Alike in England and here it has been 
held that, even though the slum-dweller can 
seldom afford to move direct into the new 
houses (higher rents and cost of daily fares 
forbidding), yet he will be enabled to move 
into tolerable dwellings vacated by those 
who do actually take the new houses. This 
reasonable expectation has been disproved by 
experience; the ‘‘ filtering-up’’ process has 
not happened. | We must tackle our problem 
more directly and endeavour to provide 
houses for the very poor at a rent not ex- 
ceeding 5s. or 7s. 6d. per week, and yet 
meeting the requirements of health and de- 
cency. Impossible? Yes, unless we really 
wish to do it, and are prepared to pay for

THE CENTENARY OF GENERAL

The authentic note in this centenary celebra- 
tion was struck, not by the ecclesiastic, but 
by the layman; for Mr, Stanley Baldwin has 
a genius for timeliness, aptitude, simplicity, 
justness of appreciation and nobility of 
utterance, such as, perhaps, no other British 
Premier ever displayed in dealing with moral 
and spiritual forces. Had he not been 
destined to be a Minister of the Crown, what 
a minister of the Gospel he might have beer !

Mr. Blythe, in the Dail yesterday, in

They 
had no objection to the bookmaker staying in 
his office between the hours of 1 and 5 p.m. 
and receiving bets by telephone or telegram. 
He did not think that closing the registered 
offices between the hours of 1 and 5 would 
have the effect of stopping betting, and he 
was satisfied that if such a closing were 
adopted the police would be able to contro! 
street betting. 

Questioned by Mr. Shaw as to whether re- 
ducing the number of bookmakers to the pro 
portion of one to every 5,000 people would 
not tend to create a monopoly in country 
towns, General O’Dutty said that the police 
were anxious to create a desirable monopoly 
in that respect. They had to consider where 
the balance of gain lay. If the suggestions 
put forward by Civic Guard and other wit- 
nesses were adopted, they would have the 
effect of reducing the number of licensed 
premises by half, which would be quite 
sufficient for the needs of the Free State. 

Questioned by Senator Parkinson as to the 
position of non-resident bookmakers in the 
Free State, General O’Duffy said that the 
police would be satisfied as to a bookmaker’s 
fitness if he came to the police with a recom- 
mendation from the ruling Turf authorities. 

Senator Bennett—Mr. Cussen thought the 
fines were excessive, and that there should 
be some reduction. Would you object to 
that? 

General O’Duffy—No, I would not. 
Generally, the police were not in favour of 
drastic fines. 

On the question of the age of persons 
allowed to enter registered premises, he said 
that the police view was that the age should 
not be lower than 18. He believed that the 
fixing of an age limit would have a very 
good effect on the youth of the country, and 
the police did not think it. would mean a 
return to street betting. 


COUPON BETTING. 

Senator Bennett wished to know if the 
witness had any acquaintance with that 
horrible performance of coupon betting. 

General O'Duffy said that he had, but he 
thought it was greatly exaggerated. The 
police could deal with the matter under exist- 
ing law. It was principally confined to 
Dublin. In regard to football coupon betting, 
that, he said, was chiefly practised by boys; 
but he did not approve of it, because, in his 
opinion, it was likely to encourage betting 
and gambling among youths. The police 
would enforce the Act in that respect. 

As to the allegation that a number of 
licensed publicans' premises in Dublin were 
being utilised as betting shops, he said that 
where that was done the betting shops were 
cut off from the licensed -premises, and the 
police could not interfere in such cases to 
oppose the licence. They could, however 
take action at the renewal period if there 
were abuses. In future legislation it should 
not be allowed that any portion of 4 
meeting te licensed premises, or adjoining 
1ouses, could be devoted to the business ol 
bookmaking. He adhered to a minmum bet 
of 2s. as being reasonable in order to prevent 
young fellows like newspaper boys putting 
their few pence together and making up 
sixpenny and shilling bets. 

The Chairman (Sir Bryan Mahon)—You do 
not think a two-shilling bet would be too 
much, and that it would have the effect of 
driving people to street betting? 

No, replied the witness. 

Mr. Anthony—You think the limit of tw« 
Shillings would reduce betting amongst the 
poor and children? : 

General O’Duffy—I agree. 

He added that, in regard to the granting 
of licences for registered premiges, the num- 
ber should be graduated on the basis of 
population ; and if that were dome, at the end 
of a year or two there would be a consider- 
able reduction in the number of licensed 
bookmakers.. Where the bookmaker paid up 
his revenue he could carry on under present 
conditions, even though he was objected to 
by the police. That was the advice given 
to them by the Government. 

Unless then, he was asked by Mr. 
Anthony, there is a Revenue complaint vou 
cannot step in? 

No, said General 
authority. 

The object of the police authorities, he 
said, was to improve the standard of the 
hookmaker throughout the country. They 
had no objection to a decent man taking out 
a licence, regarding that class of the popula- 
tion holding licences as being very helpful to 
the proper administration of the law. Any- 
thing done to that end would have their 
approval.

NEED OF MORE HOUSES. 
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LORD MIDLETON’S 
INTERVENTION. 

The Earl of Midleton, K.P., has been on a 
visit to his Irish estate this week, and in a 
letter to the Midleton Urban Council. which 
was read at the weekly meet ng last Tuesday 
night, Mr. V. Clare Blundell, his agent, 
states:—‘‘ Lord Midleton in his inspection 
has been struck with the overcrowding in 
some of the houses—especially those with the 
lowest rents—and though he is aware of the 
difficulties with which the Council are faced 
in carrying out anv building scheme under 
present conditions, he trusts that the urgent 
need of providing further housing accommo- 
dation will not be lost sight of.” 

The Town Clerk said that the Council were 
unable to carry out any scheme owing to the 
unsatisfactory terms on which a loan could 
he procured under the existing Housing Acts. 
On a local site one hose had been erected 
and eight more remainetl to be built, hut no 
move could be made under present conditions. 
Lord Midleton. he added, had intimated his 
intention of taking the; matter up with the 
Government. with a view of finding a means 
out of the difficulty with which the Council 
were faced. 

Further consideration of the matter was 
adjourned pending the result of Lord Midle- 
ton’s intervention with the Government.

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No Compromise on the 


Minister's Love for the Drum: Helping the 
Unemployed: The Depression in Industry.

BELFAST, Thursday. 

HERE is no “ half-way house ’’ for | 

the extreme wing of the temperance 
party on the path that it has chosen, and 
nothing less than local option will be 
‘accepted. Once that is gained, an agita- 
tion will be commenced for prohibition, 
the complete destruction of the liquor 
trafic in Northern Ireland being the 
declared policy of the reformers, It is 
difficult to understand how the province 
can be made ‘‘ dry ” with an open border 
across which the smuggler can make his 
way in comparative safety, and a great 
stretch of shore inviting the rum-runner 
to try his fortune in a_ swift motor 
launch. The prohibitionists do not con- 
sider the danger of the situation that 
they are trying to create. 

It has been said that one fact stands 
out in bold relief in the histor; of men’s 
attempts for betterment. and this is that 
when compulsion is used only resentment 
is aroused. Only through moral suasion 
and appeal to men’s reason can a move- 
ment succeed. A little thought and 
study of the past should convince any 
reasonable person of the truth of that 
statement, but sometimes even the most 
praiseworthy proposals are defeated 
simply by the vehemence of their 
advocates 


CLOSING THE ** OPEN DOOR.’ 


For some time past Lord Craigavon has 
been trying to reconcile conflicting inte- 
rests in the temperance question, but, so 
far, without success. On Tuesday, appar- 
ently on the invitation of the Prime 
Minister, deputations representing the 
local optionists and the liquor trade 
attended at the Parliament House in 
Belfast, but the reformers definitely 
refused to meet in conference with their 
opponents.. A message from the Premier 
was conveyed to them that they should 
submit some scheme along the lines of 
licence reductions, but this was rejected, 
the delegation stating that they had no 
authority for any project other than local 
option. It is pectinled in the official 
report issued by the temperance party 
that, as the Prime Minister had no pro 
posals to make, and could not enter into 
negotiations with the delegations sepa- 
rately, there was nothing left for the 
reformers but to retire without having 
seen the Premier. 

From all this it will be seen that no 
compromise will be accepted and the 
‘‘open door,” about which there has 
been so much talk, can only be entered 
by the Government with a complete with- 
drawal] of its policy that there shall be 
no more far-reaching restrictive measures 
in temperance legislation so long as Lord 
Craigavon remains at Stormont. As local 
‘option is intended to reduce the number 
of licences in the province, one would 
have thought that an agreed offer in that 
direction would have been welcomed as 
a means to the desired end, but the 
extremists are evidently determined to 
accept nothing less than their full 
demand. Temperance sentiment gener 
ally throughout the Six Counties is 
opposed to compulsion directed against 
either the Government or the individual, 
and it would be better for their cause if 
the local optionists were a little more 
moderate in their policy. 


THE MUSIC OF THE DRUM. 


The members of the Northern Govern- 
ment occasionally choose strange places for 
airing their views and making official 
pronouncements, and this is one of the 
things that puzzle our friends in Great 
Britain. No one would dream of Mr. 
Baldwin or any of his colleagues ‘ unveil 
ing’’ an Orange drum and making a song 
about it, but it is nothing unusual in 
Northern Ireland for responsible Ministers 
to perform such duties. From time to 
time they even unveil marvellous pictorial 
representations .of historical figures 
painted on the gable-ends of houses and 
declare them to be works of art.’ 
Sir Dawson Bates, the Minister of 
Home Affairs, has frequently taken part 
in such ceremonies, and, therefore, if was 
not surprising to find him hospitably 
entertaining the Sons of Ulster Drumming 
Club at his beautiful home in Holywood, 
a few days ago. It was an intensely loyal 
gathering, at which the throbbing of the 
drums could be heard afar off. 

Sir Dawson, in addressing them, said 
that he was like the Prime Minister in his 
love of the drums, and he loved to hear 
them on the night’ of the 11th July, as it 
was a signal that they would never allow 
their rights and liberties to be filched away. 
When he was in a tight place—and he had 
been in many tight places—the members 
of the Drumming Club had always stood 
by him, added Sir Dawson, who then went 
on to express his political faith, conclud-. 
ing with a strong appeal for support on 
behalf of the Government at the forth. 
coming elections. For the uninitiated, it 
may be said that a Drumming Club gener 
ally possesses several enormous drums on 
which the members become very expert, 
the sound of the combined instruments 
being absolutely deafening. In the mean- 
time many politicians are drumming their 
fingers on the electora) table wondering 
how it is all going to end. 


A SMALL BEGINNING. 


A small beginning has been made on the 
scheme organised by the Belfast Board of 
Guardians and the Corporation, with the 
assistance of the Home Office, for the pur- 
pose of providing work for able-bodied 
unemployed who cannot find work and are 
not entitled to the ““dole ' in any shape 
or form. . This subject has caused a great 
deal of criticism, and it is gratifying to 
know that at long last something is being 
done to’ relieve the situation. To the 
Ministry of Home Affairs the chief credit 
is due for the slight results so far obtained, 
as it compelled unwilling Guardians to 
carry out the clauses of the Act dealing 
with periods of exceptional distress. The 
Corporation has always been willing to co- 
operate as far as possible, and the 
Ministry of Labour has granted funds 
to help any relief works found to be 
necessary. 

Twelve men were started to-day on street 
improvements, and it is to be hoped that 
this number will be largely increased at an 
enrly date. At the meeting of the 
Guardians on Tuesday it was stated that 
the emploved would be stationed in their 
own districts, which is considered by a 
wood many people as a refined form of 
cruelty in view of the well-known fact 
that respectable families have heen suffer 
ing in silence rather than let their plight 
be made known. Mr. Gibb, one of the 
most thoughtful and considerate of the 
Board, drew attention to this at the meet- 
ing, but his kindly efforts were wasted.

WELCOMED CONCESSIONS. 


The statement made regarding pro- 
posed amendments of the Londonderry 
Education Act by Lord Charlemont in the 
Northern Senate; yesterday has been 
welcomed by the champions of the 
Churches, although there is still some 
little anxiety as to tle details of the 
new legislation. The two main objects of 
the recent agitation, however, seem to 
have been achieved, as the Government 
is now definitely pietiged to introduce 
clauses providing that the principles of 
teachers shall be in harmony with those 
of the parents whose children attend the 
schools, and that nothing shall interrupt 
the daily Bible instruction which the 
teachers are giving in the schools.

THE DANGER OP RUSHING. 


On this point Lord Charlemont spoke 
guardedly, pointing out that there is a 
wide divergence of opinion regarding it; 
and only a fanatic could find fault with 
his statement that no Government worthy 
of the name should be rushed into legis- 
lation before it had heard the considered 
opinions of all parties engaged in the 
controversy and had time to weigh these 
opinions in the balance before arriving at 
w decision. The prevailing opinion 
amongst the laity is that the clergy want 
too much. They are entitled to reason- 
able representation. on the borough and 
regional education committees, but they 
demand that about half the members. of 
each of these bodies should be appointed 
by the Government from a list of gentle- 
men nominated by ("‘ educational and 
religious interests.” | 

A strange feature of the situation is 
that there was nothing under the Act to 
prevent their clection to these committees ; 
yet very few of them were elected, and, in 
some instances, when they were on, they 
were put off. On one occasion a Presby- 
terian minister, who had this experience, 
informed the committee before he took 
his departure that their path for the next 
few years would be strewn with “ split 
infinitives!’’ Probably he was right. In 
considering this particular phase of a 
thorny problem, the Government will, no 
doubt, arrive at a wise decision, with a 
little compromise on all sides. 


CONTINUED DFPRESSI/ON. 


Notwithstanding all the talk about | 
returning prosperity in the North, de- 
pression still hangs heavily over the 
countryside and industrial centres. There 
has been a gratifying improvement in the 
shipbuilding yards, but the two great 
industries of the province, linen and agr'- 
culture, are still in an unsatisfactory 
condition. The figures on the nnemploy- 
ment registers, and the multitude of work. 
less people who receive no benefit from 
the various insurance schemes, provide a 
melancholy commentary on the state of 


affairs ; yet among more fortunate sections 


of the community there are many signs | 


of wealth. 


This subject was discussed at the annual | 


meeting of the Belfast Association of 
Wholesale Merchants and Manufacturers 
yesterday, and the retiring President (Nír. 
George H. Fulton) said that there was no 
advantage in using ambiguous anguage 
when dealing with it. In the course of a 
considered statement he pointed out that 
trade generally among the wholesale dis- 
tributors had been far from satisfactory 
during the past twelve months, adding 
that it could scarcely be otherwise owing 
to the great depression in the two main 
industries upon which they so largely de- 
pended. 


FEELING THE PINCH. 


In Nothern Ireland about 239,000 are 
dependent on agriculture, while 69,000 are 
relying upon the linen trade, the total 
being, roughly, in the region of 300,000. 
Commenting upon these figures, Mr. 
Fulton said that it was obvious that, if these 
industries, representing so considerable a 
proportion of the population, were going 
through lean years, the distributors, both 
wholesale and retail, were bound to feel 
the pinch. In that connection he alse 
mentioned that unfortunately the number 
of failures in which their members were 
creditors had been considerably above the 
average during the year. 

This picture is not very encouraging. 
but Mr. Fulton expressed the opinion, in 
which all will join, that, provided there 
are no political, financial or industrial’ 
disturbances, the outlook is not wholly 
bad. In education, health measures, and 
in its support of charities Belfast occupies 
a foremost place, and one can only hop: 
that in those material things which more 
intimately affect the working classes there 
will soon be a turn for the better.

POSSESSION OF COTTAGE. 
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WESTMEATH PHOSECUTION. 


At Castlepollard, County Westmeath, Dis- 
trict Sessions on Wednesday, before District 
Justice C. J, Beatty, the Westmeath County 
Board of Health prosecuted Thomas Bardon, 
Glenidan, for having taken forcible posses- 
sion of a labourer'’s cottage, the property of 
the Board. 

Mr. R. W. Fetherstonhaugh, Sheriff for 
County Westmeath, deposed that on the 21st 
June, 1928, on behalf of the Board, he 
executed a decree for possession against the 
defendant, who had been in occupation of 
the cottage, and then handed over the build- 
ing to the rent collector. A rent collector, in 
evidence, said that defendant had not paid 
any rent for eighteen months. Witness had 
served him with notice to quit by pushing 
the notice under the door, and had sub- 
sequently met the defendant, who told him 
that he had received the notice. 

The defendant swore that he settled with 
members of the Board, who agreed to accept 
£3 in settlement of the arrears, provided 
he paid £1 down and the balance of £2 
within a month, 

The Justice said that he had given de: 
fendant every chance, and had adjourned 
the case from Court to Court since 1927. but 
defendant failed to take advantage of the 
chances, and had put the Board to a lot of 
expense.

Produce and Transport. 


The Inter-State Committee, set up by the 
Governments of Great Britain, the Irish 
Free State and Northern Ireland to con- 
sider questions of transport between the 
two islands, met at the Ministry of Trans- 
port in London on Tuesday. Evidence 
which is of the liveliest concern to Irish 
farmers and merchants was presented «n 
behalf of the Manchester Chamber of Com- 
merce, and is summarised in a supplement 
of the Manchester Guardian, This evidence 
affirms that a great proportion of the farm 
products exported from Ireland is con- 
sumed within a radius of fifty miles from 
the Manchester docks. Inasmuch as 
Manchester, besides being the centre for 
the distribution of so much Irish produce, 
is also the centre of a vast industrial area 
whose manufactures find a valuable market 
in Ireland, the transport facilities between 
Manchester and the ports of Dublin, 
Belfast and Cork are a matter of common 
concern to Englishmen and Irisiimen. Two 
typical examples serve to expose the un- 
natural charges which weigh upon trade 
between Ireland and England. Bacon is 
brought from Denmark and is landed in 
Grimsby for 24s. 3d. To bring it 
from Cork to Liverpool costs 37s, 2d. a 
ton, while to land it in. Manchester costs 
41s. 4d. a ton. Butter from Denmark is 
landed in Grimsby for 35s. 6d. a ton, 
while butter from Cork costs 45s, a ton for 
carriage and landing in Manchester. ‘It

A Football Crisis. 


We had supposed that, Ireland was the 
only country which suffered the invasion 
of sport by politics. Now we are consoled 
by the knowledge that the misfortune is 
not singular and that the most ridiculous 
vagaries of the Gaelic Athletic Associa 
tion never have produced a European 
crisis. Last. Sunday an international 
football match, played between Austria 
and Italy at Vienna, resulted in an 
Austrian victory by three goals to mnt. 
The game was a long succession of fouls 
and free-kicks, and the English referee 
gave most of the free-kicks against Italy. 
Austria is not content with her victory ; 
her newspapers have pursued it with 
fierce protests against the Italian team’s 
methods. On the other hand, Italy, 
smarting under loss of prestige and fired 
by ancient animosities, is taking her 
defeat very badly. ‘Five Italians have 
been wounded at Vienna’’ was the 
Popola di Roma’s ungracious headline to 
the casualties of the football field. Other 
newspapers, stung the Austrian 
taunts, go further. They threaten that 
Jtaly wil] block Austria’s attempts to 
raise a foreign Joan. They suggest a 
diplomatic protest to Austria concerning 
the booing of the fouls committed by the 
Italian team. One newspaper demands 
from the Austrian Government a humble 
apology and a formal salutation of the 
Italian flag. The Austrian Press is scorn- 
fully defiant of these threats, and there, 
for the moment, the matter stands. It 
is a fortunate circumstance—for which, 
perhaps, we may thank Sir Austen 
Chamberlain’s new entente with Signor 
Mussolini—that Italy has brought no 
charges against the English reierec.

The United States liner Leviathan left 
New York to-day for Europe. It was 
generally understood that as soon as she 

hed the twelve-mile limit the spirits 
and “other liquors she 
medicinal stores would be available as 
ordinary hev erages to the passenyers. 

This was not to be. Mr. Joseph E. 
Gheedy, the Executive Vice-President of 
the United States Lines, Incorporated, 
whielf purchased the Leviathan and nine 
ships from the United States 
Shipping Board, has announced that 
liquors would not be sold to the 
Leviathan’s passengers on her present 
voyage eastbound, but the sale would 
b-vin on the return voyage from Europe. 

After that, however, liquors would be 
cold on the eastbound as well as the west- 
bound voyages. On the eastbound voyages 
the drinks would have to come out of nw 
ship s medical stores. 

700 QUARTS. 

Contrary to the general opinion, no 
hysician’s prescription was necessary for 
that. Well or ill, passengers could have 
liquor from the medical stores. For a 
ship with so large a crew and complement 
ot passengers as the Leviathan about 700 
quarts of alcoholic liquors can be carried 
lawiully as medica] stores, 

In the opinion of Mr. Sheddy, only by 
serving liquor on board can the liners 
meet competition from -“ wet ” 
liners. In the interest of decorum, or 
some other principle not ‘yet clearlv 
defined, there is to be no bar, however, 
on board the Leviathan or in auy otis 
oi the nine liners. But passengers can 
have drinks in the dining rooms, state 
yooms, smoking rooms and lounges.

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CORK CORPORATION 
~ELECTIO'§, 
ie 
CHANGE IN SYSTEM 
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From Our Srectar CORRESPONDENT. 
CORK, Thursday. 


In all probability steps will shortly be 
taken by the re-established Corporation of 
Cork to have the present system of elec 
tion of members altered, makirr the term 
of office of the Council, as at present 
constituted, three years. This, it is sug- 
gested, will result in considerable gaving 
to the ratepayers by the avoidance of an 
annual civic election. 

Under the Cork City Management Bil], 
the first seven’ members were appointed 
for three years, the second seven for two, 
and the places of the last seven will be 
filled by election at the end of twelve 
months. In this way the city is faced 
by the costly expenditure .of an election 
every year, running into several thou- 
eands of pounds, and there is considerable 
support from all parties for the movement 
towards obtaining relief from this 
expense. 

It 18 extremely likely, therefore. that 
the Free State Government will be 
requested before the end of the present 
vear to bring in an amending’ bill with 
this object. 


COSTLY ELECTION. 


One of the members of the Business 
Party in the Corporation told me that the 
cost of the recent election had far 
exceeded the amount estimated, being 
little short of £3,000. As the same 
machinery would be required for the 
election of seven members as was neces- 
sary for the return of the ful) Council, he 
did not think that there wenld be anv 
appreciable diTerence in the annual 
expenditure under this heading. 

‘When the Government come te deal 
with the Greater Dublin Bill,” he added, 
“it will be quite easy for them to make 
the necessary amendments altering the 
present conditions.’’ 


THE CITY RATES. 


In the course of inquiries made in the 
city to-day, I learned that it was quite 
possible that the ratepayers will not be 
called upon to face the additional 
burden of fourpence in the pound, as 
was foreshadowed in the estimates. 
for the coming twelve ments. This de- 
mand will be considered at the next meet 
ing of the Corporation, and T understand 
that a determined effort wil] be made to 
obtain reductions in several directions. 

The increcsed deman-'s in poor rate and 
mental hospitals, which are levied on the 
city in proportionate umcunts on the 
valvation of t"e entire county, will have 
to be met; but it was sugeested that 
certain ‘‘cuts’’ can be made in the 
estimate for improvement works, 


HEAVY ROAD WORK. 


There is an increase of fourpence in the

DROWNED IN FOUNDERED

TRAWLER SUNK AFTER COLLISION. 


The oil tank steamer Hermione, of 
Liverpool, arrived in the Tyne last even- 
ing, and landed at North Shields the crew - 
of nine men of the Grimsby trawler 
Pegasus, which sank after collision with 
the tanker off Whitby early vesterday 
morning. The trawler, which was owned 
by Mr. E. Bacon, of Grimsby,-was return- 
ing home from the fishing grouids with 
a good catch. Some fifty miles east-south 
east of the Tyne the collision with the 
tanker occurred. The skipper, George 
Carlton, of Grimsby, and four other 
members of the trawler’s crew were asleep 
in their berths below, and were roused by 
the shock of the impact and by the water 
rushing into the cabin. They reached the 
deck, and when the vessels came ‘apart it.

TWO DEATHS IN BOILER 
EXPLOSION. 


Nine workmen were injured in a boiler 
explosion at Messrs. Camme!ll Laird’s ship- 


yard at Livrkenhead yesterday. Four of 
the men were blown into the dock, and 
several jumped in to escape the scalding 
water from the boiler. All were rescued 
and taken to Birkenhead Hosonital. 

TWO DEATHS IN HOSPITAL. 

Two of the men, Jack Jones and Thomas 
Murphy, died last night. 

The boiler was one of two used to supply 
steam for machinery employed in pump- 
ing the water from the graving dock. The 
explosion wrecked the boiler house, in 
which four men were working, but did 
little damage to the pump chamber, where 
there were five men. 

The men were working in the pump 
house at the edge of the dock when one of 
the two pump boilers exploded with a 
terrific roar. Scalding water spurted in 
all directions, and Jones and Murphy were 
severely burned. 

Three men, who were painting the 
steamer Valencia, were thrown from a 
“shore ” by the explosion.

TORNADO DEATHS. 


SEARCH FOR VICTIMS 
WITH MOTOR LIGHTS. 


LITTLE ROCK, ARKANSAS, 
Thursday. 

The casualty list from  yesterday’s 
tornadoes in Nerth Arkansas stands at 
forty-three dead and probably over a 
hundred injured. 

The rescue workers, who are concen. 
trating on locking after the injured, have 
not yet reached some of the more in 
aecessible parts of the State. The bodies 
are being placed in temporary morgues at 
Swifton and other towns, while the 
injured are being taken by dozens to 
hospitals at Newport and to private 
homes, where emergency treatment is 
‘yeing given, 

The rescue ‘workers, who have been 
struggling, with. the aid of motor car 
headlights, during the night to recover 
the dead and iniured, expect to find manv 
more bodies under the débris in isolated 
farm settlements and houses, which the 
bad. roads make it difficult to reach. 

The wide area of almost complete 
tesolation left by the tornado” in the 


Swifton section, where the greatest 
damage was done, resulted in houses 
being carried long distances. In one 


instance «a house was dropped in the 
middle of a river, and- three out of a 
family of five perished. 

Between twenty and twenty-five persons 
took shelter in the Missouri Pacific Rail- 
road station at Guion, but the storm 
demolished the building,- which caught 
fire, and a number of people were’ badly 
injured. The damage done to property 
can hardly be estimated. :

DOCTORS DISAGREE. 

The sally, nowever, was one of the few 
bright notes in a debate that grew in- 
creasingly dull as deputies lost themselves 
in the mazes of local government adminis- 
tration.

When private people were looking for a 
doctor they do not ask whether he knows 
Irish or not, he added, but get the best 
man if the fee is the same. The Govern- 
ment should see that the best man is 


appointed irrespective of any language.

Amidst: Jaughier, he added: “' Veteri- 
nary surgeons are notorious for giving 
accurate dingnobes of their cases, and they 
do it without any conversation with their 
patients.”

main drainage in Dublin. 


NEW HOUSES. 

He gave some interesting figures deal- 

ing with house-building. 

There had been built by private persons 
352 three-roomed houses, 1,521 foar- 
voomed houses, and 4,937 five-roomed 
houses. 

Public utility societies had built no three- 
roomed houses, but they had erected 
111 four-roomed houses and 102 five- 
roomed houses. 

Local. authoritics had erected 373 three- 
roomed houses, 718 four-roomed bouses 
and 3,006 five-roomed houses, 

According to the Minister, the sam of 

£495,016 was being withheld in respect of 
land annuities. 


DEFAULTING RATE COLLECTORS. 
The defalcation of sixteen rate col- 
lectors, involving a sum of £5.650, during 
the year, was another interesting piece of 
information offered, with the addendum 
that nine rate collectors had defaulted in 
the previous year, involving £5,000. These 
were the only defalcations that had, so 
far, come to light, the Minister added 
cheerfully. 


THE ROAD FUND. 
Speeches about the Road Fund he 


characterised as the ‘ annual jeremiads ”’ 
of deputies, and for their information 
said that fifty per cent. of the Real Fund 
went to trunk roads and 30 per cent. to 
link roads, 

The Minister also revealed that outdoor 
relief in Dublin increased from 14,805 


when the Commissioners were appointad, 
The figures for the current year were 
88 538. 

He quoted other figures to show that 
in Dublin there was a steady decrease in 
unemployment in the last four years. 


COMMISSIONERS DEFENDED. 


The Minister accused Mr. Lemass of 
being unfair to himself in his attack on 
the Dublin Commissioners when he said 
that salaries had been increased while 
wages had been decreased, and that 
Dublin citizens were becoming alarmed at 
the increase in the municipal debt. He 
quoted figures to show that the increase 
‘under the head of salaries was due to the 
fact’ that a number of wages men had 
been re-graded to salaries. and that exten- 
sive work had been done in the matter of 
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heusing. Increase in electricity output? 
uccessitated additional staff. 

‘Mr. §S. T. O’Kelly’s amendment to 
refer the vote back was defeated by 72 
votes to 56. 

TIRED OF FINANCE.

He reverted to the Central Fund Bill, 
and mentioned that only one reference had 
been' made 'to education, .nd that was by 
Deputy MacEntee, who had made a most 
extraomlinary and inaccurate statement. 
The deputy had represented that there was 
an inerease cf-a quarter of a million in 
the estimate. and that out of that not less 
than £194,000 was to be swallowed up in 
the office of the Minister. ‘The actual fact 
was that the cost of administration, in- 
cluding inspection, on a total vote of four 
and a half millions. amounted to only 
£169,000, or ® per cent. of the total vote. 

ATTENDANCE OF 82 PER CENT. 

His reassurances as to the Compulsory 
School Attendance Act and its effects were 
based on very striking figures. Though in 
operation only since 1927, it had _repre- 
sented a total increase of about £27,000 
fer--extra -teachers and over £16,000 for 
capitation grants, and that notwithstand- 
ing the fact ihat there was a diminution 
in the number of principal teachers. The 
attendance at schools had increased from 
70 per cent. to 82.7 per cent., and another 


happy circumstance was that pupils under 
the: age “who had left school had been | 
forced: to return. 

The debate on the vote had not been com- 
pleted when the House adjourned at 10.50 

During the session the House also vote

£7,204 for Dundrum Asylum, and £220,000 
for National Health Insurance.

thirteen months, each of twenty-eight days, 
each of ninety-one 
days, each containing three months with

A. fixed calendar of either sort gives exact 
correspondence between any period of any 
length to any date in any year, as it would 
contain exactly the same number and kind 
of days as in any other year.

that each month is exactly four weeks, but 
this advantage would be dearly hought by 
the total destruction of the tradiional, his- 
torical and flexible twelve-month calendar.

slater—both Liverpool men—and Harry Smith 
(37), Warman, of Manchester, received twelve 
months’ imprisonment each for possessing 
bas@ Goin or coining material... Donohue was 
des¢ribed as the ringleader of the gang. 

Evidence was given that on March 15th 
five officers forced an entrance to the room 
of a house im Upper Pitt street, which was 
rented by Edwards, and found the four men 
around a fire, on which was a pan containing 
molten metal and a iadle. In front of it 
were three warm. plaster moulds, which con- 
tained five half-crowns in process of manu- 
facture. 

‘Edwards pleaded that. he had no hand in 
the coining. - He merely let the room for 
a week for £1 for wireless experiments. 

Donohue stated that a friend, whose.name 
he could not disclose, sent him from the 
house to buy some antimony, but when he 
returned he was not there. He then “ took 
a chance’’ himself, and made some coins. 
They were poor and would not pass.

There was an interesting- event to-day in 
the Northern Parliament, when the Prime 
Minister, Viscount Craigavon, in accordance 
with notice, moved that the thanks of the 
House be given to Mr. Speaker for his dis- 
tinguished services in the chair for the past 
eight years; that -he. be. assured that the 
House fully appreciates the zeal, ability 
and impartiality. with’ which he had dis- 
charged the duties of his high office, and 
the judgment and firmness with which he 
had maintained its privileges and dignity, 
tendering to him hearty congratulations upon 
being the first Speaker of the House of 
Commons of Northern Ireland, and express- 
ing its thanks for his ,courtesy to individual 
members in assisting them to the better un- 
derstanding of the procedure of the House, 
which kindly action had contributed to the 
respect and esteem in which he was held 
by the whole assembly. 

A DIFFICULT DUTY. 

The Prime Minister said in 1921, and 
again in 1925, Mr. .0'Neill was unanimously 
chosen by the House to act as Speaker, and 
he was confident in’ saying that, were it 
possible for the Speaker to continue a mem- 
ber of that Parliament, he would have occu- 


pied the chair just so long. as he desired to 


do so. 

The Speaker’s duty was a. most difficult 
one. He had to preside over a. young Par- 
liament, and a comparatively small House, 
with the ..belk. of, . members  un- 
accustomed to Parliamentary proceedings. 
The Speaker came to them with a splendid 
Parliamentary record; and it was due to his 
diligence and perseverance in studving the 
intricacies of the. procedure of the House of 
Commons that: he owed a great deal of his 
success in his tenure’ of.the chair. Wherever 
the Speaker’s mew sphere of: activities might 
lead him he would carry with him the very 
best and sincerest: wishes of all members of 
the House. | 

TRIBUTES FROM THE OPPOSITION. 

Mr. Devlin rose, he said, with mingled 
feelings to second the’ motion. The task of 
the Speaker was a delicate: and difficult one. 
How well he had discharged that duty they 
all knew’ and appreciated. - He had presided 
over their proceedings with rare ability, con- 
spicuous fairness, and an impressive dignity 
that had called forth-the appreciation, not 
only of every party in the House, but of all 
shades of opinion, He was, perhaps, the 
most attractive figure in the Assembly. They 
trusted that his future would be crowned with 
every happiness and success. 

Mr. Kyle (Labour Jeader) said that four 
vears ago when he (Mr. Kyle) seconded 
the Speaker’s re-election he said that 
four essential qualities for the Speakership 
were tolerance, a judicial mind, unfailing 
patience, and a desire to give fair play. Mr. 
Speaker. had these four virtues in exce/sis. 

Colonel Woods (Independent Unionist). 
joining in the tribute, said that when he 
came into the House he was the only member 
on the Opposition benches. He soon dis- 
covered that he had one friend in the House 
in the Speaker. Mr. Neill was a clean sports- 
man and politician. 

Mr. Grant (Unionist Labour) 
himself with what had been said. 
THE SPEAKERS REPLY. 

The Speaker, whe was received with cheers, 
said that it was with feelings oí emotion that 
he rose to repiv to the verv kind and flatter- 
ing remarks which had been made from all 
cuarters of the House. The step which he 
contemplated was hased upon reasons, partly 
public and partly private, which he need not 
enlarge upon in detail. It would suffice if 
he said that his decision to retire had not 
been reached without profsund and genuine 

sorrow. 

“T have certainly endeavoured while I have 
occupied the chair, te set before me as my 
standard of conduct, above all else, determjna- 
tion to try and give fair play to. everybody.”’ 
he proceeded. ‘‘ That sort of quality is really 
far more important, 1n my view, in the occu- 
pant ‘of the Chair than any mere technical 
knowledge of procedure.”’ 

The task proved eajier,;*he said, than he 
expected. That had: bean’ dug io the support 
which he had received: fromsthe House as a 
whole. The -Government,*from the Prime 
Minister down, had néyer failed in according 
their confidence to him in unstinted measure, 
and he thanked them íor it and for their 
unfailing courtesy and consideration. ‘To the 
Oppasition also he must express his thanks. 
Many of them came into the House under 
protest, and with the further disadvantage of 
being without the. seadyiag Shftdence which a 
past tradition‘of offite and power can alone 
give. They, had, -névertheless, played their 
part with success and ability, often in face of 
great difficulties. . sf

PRISONER. 


QUESTION OF HIS 
INNOCENCE,

In the Northern House of Commons yester- 
‘day a series of questions were asked by 
Mr. Joseph Devlin in regard to the imprison- 
ment and release of Mr. James Strannix. 

He asked the Miníster oí Home Affairs 
whether James Strannix had been released 
from prison after a period of four months’ 
incarceration; whether Mr. Strannix was 
sentenced to a term of three years penal 
servitude and fifteen strokes of the ‘‘cat’’; 
whether he was released on the grounds that 
he was not guilty of the charge made against 
him; and whether, owing to this grave mis 
carriage of justice which had taken place, Mr. 
Strannix would be reinstated in his employ- 
ment. in the Post Office and be amply com- 
pensated for the suffering that has been 
caused him by wrongful imprisonment. 

MINISTER’S STATEMENT. 

The Minister for Home Affairs (Sir Dawson 
Dates) said that Mr. James Strannix was 
convicted by a jury and sentenced at the 
Winter Asxsizes' in December last to three 
years’ penal servitude and fifteen strokes of 
the “cat.” The corporal punishment was 
remitted on health considerations, and in 
the exercise of the prerogative of mercy 
the prisoner was released on the 21st March 
last. It would be contrary to public usage 
and policy to disclose the grovnds upon 


‘which the clemency of the Crown is extended 


in any particular case, but he would point 
out’ that the exercise of the prerogative of 
mercy by His Grace the Governor did not 
necessarily indicate the innocence of the 
concerned, and there could be no 
question of compensation in this case. 

As the postal service was a reserved service 
he had no ‘information as to the action which 
the: Post Office authorities might take in 
regurd to this man’s reinstatement 

Mr. Devlin asked if he could move the 
adjournment of the Housé to draw attention 
to the grave and deplorable injustice caused 
by the imprisonment of Mr. James Strannix. 
If this man was guilty why was he not kept 
in prison, and if innocent why is he not 
vindicated and restored to his employment. 

SENTENCE STILL STANDS. 

The Speaker said that he understood in 
this case that portion of the sentence had 
been remitted by the prerogative of the Go- 
vernment ; but the conviction, he took it, still 
stood, and could only be wiped out by a free 
pardon. It was only after a free pardon 
was granted that the question of compensa- 
tion could arise. So far as discussion that 
day was concerned, the freedom of the Courts 
from review in Parliament was one of the 
foundations of the Constitution. The only 
point that could give rise to a discussion was 
in regard to his re-instatement in the Post 
Office; but as it isa reserved service the 
matter could only be raised in the Imperial 
Parliament. He was sure that. the matter 
would receive every consideration from the 
postal authorities. 

Mr. Devlin—Do I understand that this 
man, in connection with whose case there is 
overwhelming evidence that he is absolutel: 
innocent, is not to have his character vin- 
dicated and be restored to his employment? 

The Speaker—My point is that it is not a 
question in Parliament; but the question 
of a free pardon can be taken up outside 
Parliament by persons who are friends of this 
gentleman by way of petitions or interviews 
with Ministers. 

Mr. Devlin further asked if the Prime 
Minister would be prepared to set up an 
impartial and judicial court to consider the 
whole circumstances of the Strannix case. 

The Prime Minister said that would be 
quite impossible. 

Mr. Devlin—That shows that vou are 
afraid. I have not exhausted my Parliamen- 
tary rights yet, and I will raise the question 
later, and also have it brought before the 
Imperial Parliament. 

MATTER AGAIN RAISED. 

On the motion tor the adjournment tbe 
case was raised again by Mr. Devlin, who 
wanted to know was the flogging abandoned 
and the boy set free due to the fact that he 
was innocent. If he was guilty it was 
eminently the dutv of the Government to see 
that the sentence was carried out. If he 
were released and the most brutal part of 
the sentence not put into operation he mus 
haye been innocent. What a grave wrong 
had been done to him! 

Kvidence had not been permitted to 
before the jury, he added, which if submitted 
would have cleared the boy. That evidence 
the Government had now, and that was why 
he was released. 

The Prime Minister asked whether there 
was not a risk ‘n doing this boy harm by 
going on with this debate. The sentence, 
although remitted, was still hanging over the 
boy, 

That, said Mr. Devlin. js a threat that ] 
despise; and the Speaker pointed out that they 
could not discuss there the actual proceedings 
of the case. They were not competent to 
decide. The jury alone could decide. 

Mr. Devlin said that he found no blame 
with the jury. They found with the evi- 
dence presented to them, but in regard 
to the presentation of the facts, he would 
like to have an inquiry. Certain facts had 
heen withheld. Was it a fect, he asked, that 
Perry, the other person tried with Strannix 
—Perry, who had heen flogged—two or three 
weeks before the flogging took place, asked 
the Home Office to send a messenger to him 
to take a confession and a statement that 
Strannix had not been his accomplice and that 
he had seen Strannix for the frst time in the 
dock. The Home Office refused, and Perry 
sent to the Rev. Mr. North and confessed 
to him. stating that Strannix had nothing to 
do with the crime. He (Mr. Devlin) did not 
accept the Government’s answer that Strannix 
was not tlogged because he was not medically 
fit for flogging. If it was not for a supine 
Press and the low state of public opinion this 
case would have raised a spirit of indignation 
from ene end of Ulster to the other. He con- 
cluded that the Government found out that 
they made a mistake, but were not manly 
enough to admit it. Were they prepared to 
set up a judicial and impartial tribunal to 
inquire into all the facts? There was fresh 
evidence to be brought + forward and fresh 
proofs. It had been given out within the 
House that the boy was a Sinn Feiner. So 
far as he (Mr. Devlin) knew he was an 
Orangeman, his surroundings in the Shankill 
road were Orange. This attitude was mean 
and contemptible. 

THE NEW FACTS. 

Sir Dawson Bates (Home Minister) said 
that the exercise of the prerogative of mercy 
was called upon in many cases, even though 
the party was guilty. The flogging sentence 
in this case was not carried ont, on the 
grounds of health. He would be delighted if 
Mr. Devlin came forward and produced the 
new facts, which he said he had, as to this 
person’s innocence. He would go carefully 
into them with the Attorney-(ieneral, who 
was responsible for the prosecution. 

Mr. Kyle (Labour) said that he believed 
that a»wrong had heen done, and se did the 
Minister, or else he would not have, recom- 
mended that the bov be let out. 


THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL. 
Mif. Babington (Attorney-General) said 


that the boy had been defended bv one of 
the most able junior counsel in Northern 


re, 
~ 


‘Ireland. “He and Perry were tried together, 


and why was Perry’s statement not then 
made and produced? 

Mr. Devlin said that Perry did not make 
a statement then as he thought he would 
have to prove to the police who his real 
‘accomplice was. The police knew well who 
the accomplice was. 

The Attorney-General said that the jury's 
verdict was irrevocable, and there was no 
machinery by which a mistake made could be 
remedied. The only way the case could be 
dealt with was bv the prerogative of mercy. 
There had never been a case in which com- 
pensation had been granted, and there were 
cases every dav in which the Home Minister 
had recommended the exercise of the preroga- 
tive of mercy, unless proof was given that the 
verdict was obtained on evidence that was 
wrong. There was no case for the asking of 


“a free pardon. 


He wished to repudiate the allegation that 
evidence had heen withheld from the jury. 
As to Strannix’s position with the Post 
Office the report would be submitted to the 
Post Office, and the authorities would act 
on them independently. He thought the last 
a proper course to adopt.

THE NEW PARLIAMENT. 
At the sittine of the House the Chairman 


of Ways and Means (Mr. Moles) moved a 
resolution, enabling private bills to be car- 
ried over from the 16th April to the new 
Parliament.

SOLICITOR AWARDED £77. 

The Under-Sheriff and a jury at the Bel- 
fast Courthouse yesterday, awarded £77 5s. 
(the full amount of his claim) to Chartes R. 
Anderson, solicitor, Coleraine, who sued the 
British Sun Ray Institute (Belfast), Ltd., for 
money paid by him to them on consideration, 
which failed, and for damages for breach of 
contract. 

Mr. 8S. C. Porter (instructed by Mr. J. A. 
Russell) appeared for the plaintiff. 

Counsel said that the defendants issued an 
enormous glaring advertisement, in which they 
professed to cure all diseases from whic 
human beings suffered. When the jury came 
to deal with the facts of the case, they would 
hear a most cruel and heartless story. The 
defendants had extracted money, not only 
from the plaintiff, but from all sorts of people. 
Mr. Anderson suffered from deafness in 
the left ear. He had been with several 
doctors. On reading the defendants’ adver- 
tisements in the newspapers he went to their 
place in June last and saw a Mr. Lewis, who 
said that they could guarantee an absolute 
cure if he submitted to three months’ treat 
ment. It was all a game to get money. At 
the end of three months he was no better 
than he had been at the beginning. He 
had paid his money and got nothing for it. 
Mr. Lewis left, and a new secretary of the 
company said that Mr. Lewis had left a 
report guaranteeing an absolute cure {to 
plaintiff. Counsei asked the jury to mark 
their disapproval of defendant’s conduct by 
awarding plaintiff the . full amount he 
claimed. 


BELFAST PERSONATION 
CASES. 


SENTENCE OF THREE MONTHS. 

In the Belfast City Commission vesterday, 
before Lord Justice Best, a sequel to the 
recent election for a councillorship in the 
Dock Ward was supplied, when six persons 
pleaded guilty to personation. They were: 
Jane Creaney, Karl street ; Mary Hill, 
Molyneux street; Elizabeth McMichael, Vere 
street; Annie Green, Dale street: and Martha 
Craig and Robert Henry Craig, of Convention 
Street.

POLO PLAYER FOUND 
SHOT. 


VERDICT OF SUICIDE WHILE 
OF UNSOUND MIND. 


The Westminster Cororer, Mr. W. Bentley 
Purchase, yesterday held an inquest on the 
body of Captain John Dening, aged 36 years, 
a well-known polo player, who was found 
shot at the Bolton House Hotel, Viccadilly, 
on Tuesday night. Captain Dening was 
attached to the Indian Army. 

Mr. Lewis Dening said that his brother, 
Captain Dening, was a very healthy man. 
He was home on six months’ leave. He had 
had three bad spills at polo, had suffered 
from malaria before coming home, and occa- 
sionally suffered from headache. He had no 
financial troubles. 

Mr. Vivian T, C. de Crespigny stated 
that during the past three weeks UCap- 
tain Dening seemed to be upset, as 
if he had something on his mind. He 
understood that it was a quite hopeless 
love affair. On Tuesday morning he seemed 
very upset. In the afternoon he called at 
the captain's hotel, and tried to induce him 
to go out for a walk. The captain appeared 
to have consented, but on the way out he 
made an excuse to go upstairs. As he did 
not return immediately, witness went up to 
look for him, and on the way he heard a 
shot. The captain was found lying in the 
bathroom. He was shot through the head, 
and on the floor was a revolver from which 
one cartridge had heen fired. The firearm 
and ammunition had been purchased that 
morning. 

The Coroner recorded a verdict of suicide, 
committed while of unsound mind.

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MANSLAUGHTER 
CHARGE. 
WEXFORD FARMER'S 
DEATH. 
DUBLIN CATTLE DEALER 
SENT FOR TRIAL.

In the Eanna District Court yester- 
day, Edward Callaghan, cattle dealer, of 27 
Rathdown road, Dublin, was charged, that 
he did, at Clondaw on April 5 last, 
feloniously, wilfully, and with malice afore- 
thought, kill and murder John Gahan, of 
Carrigeen, Ferns. i ; 
Having heard the evidence, Justice Fatty 
said that he had made up his mind to return 
the defendant for trial on the manslaughter 


,charge to the Circuit Court in Wexford on 


May 28 next, 

The defendant was released on bail of £500 
and two sureties of £250 each. 

Great interest was taken in the case, the 
courthouse being crowded. 

Thomas Doyle, shop assistant, Bunclody, 
told of meeting the accused man on April 
4 last, at the Mall Hotel, Bunclody, and of 
their subsequent movements. Witness said 
that he, Callaghan, and others left Bennett's 
about 12.45, and later arrived at Black's. 
William Black, Callaghan, and witness sat at 
the table in the kitchen. All had a good 
deal of drink taken; but were not drunk. 
John Gahan got up off the form and started 
tricking with the accused man, Callaghan 
catching him by the hands. The two then 
got up on the floor and started “ sparring. 
Witness and Black thought that it was all 
out of friendship—in good part. 


THE BLOW. 

Witness did not see any blows struck, ex- 
cept one. Callaghan hit Gahan on the 
chin or mouth with his hand, and 
as a result of the blow Gahan fell 
on his back on to the floor. He made no 
effort to speak. They brought him home. 
During all that time John Gahan never 
spoke. There was no mention of getting a 
priest or doctor for Mr. Gahan. They did 
not think that he wanted either, as they 
thought that Gahan would get all right, and 
that he was more or less bad from the effects 
of the drink. 

Dr. P. D. Murphy, Enniscorthy, repeated 
the evidence given by him at the inquest, of 
finding a cut on the deceased man’s lip and a 
fracture of the skull over the left ear. A 
fall on the flagged floor would not cause the 
fracture unless there was something raised 
some inches above the level of the floor. The 
cut on his lip could have been caused by a 
blow of a fist. 

Dr. W. H. Bowen, Enniscorthy, said that 
the fracture could have been caused by a 
fall on the floor. 


TOOK OFF HIS COAT. 

William Black, Garryduff, farmer, said— 
‘Doyle and I were sitting on the table, and 
Mr. Callaghan was sitting at the table, and 
Gahan on a form. Gahan said to Callaghan, 
‘You would not fight me? Callaghan said 
that he would. Callaghan got up and took 
off his coat. The two started ‘ sparring.’ 
Callaghan hit Gahan one box about che 
stomach and another about the face, and 
Gahan fell back. He lay there for a minute 
or two. Myself and Callaghan lifted him on 
to the table. Mr. Callaghan tried to wake 
him up. He got a cloth and wiped blood 
from Gahan's mouth.’’ i 
Sergeant Sean Scanlan, Ferns Civic 
Guards, stated that, in consequence of a 
report, he went to Carrigeen to the house of 
the late John Gahan. On the morning of 
April 6, at Bunclody, the witness met the 
accused, Edward Callaghan. Superintendent N. 
Walsh also was present. The witness told 
Callaghan that he was making inquiries 
about John Gahan’s death, and that 
Callaghan was not hound to make any state- 
ment The defendant said: ‘‘This is a 
‘errible affair. I shall help you, and I would 
like very much to etate everything in that 
connection.” He then made a statement, 
which the Superintendent took down, and 
which was signed by the accused man and 
witnessed by the witness. 


A STATEMENT. 

In the course of the statement 
accused man said: 

‘After leaving Bennett’s we arrived at 
Black's about 2 o'clock on the morning of 
Friday, 5th inst. On arrival there Gahan 
was under the influence of drink. I had a 
certain amount of drink taken. Black, Doyle, 
and Kearns were in the same condition. 
Gahan had, apparently, been drinking all 
dav. On entering Black’s, Gahan went 
through the house and returned to the 
kitchen. Duyle, Black, and myself sat at 
the table. Gahan sat opposite to us on a 
form. Gahan got up and pulled me to the 
centre of the floor, and started sparring. 
We sparred with each other for a few 
seconds, and I gave Gahan a slap in the 
mouth with my open hand, and he fell. He 
flopped on the floor. It was a stone. floor. 
He fell near the table, and I do not know 
whether his head hit the floor or not. It 
happened in a second. His mouth was 
bleeding while on the floor. We lifted him 
on the table. He was then in a sleepy 
state of stupor. From the table we lifted 
h*m into the car. Before doing so I washed 
18 mouth with cold water I did not see 
him vomitting We took him home from 
Black’s. Black did not come with us. We 
arrived at Gahan’s house: about 3 a.m. and 
were admitted by Mrs. Gahan. It might 
have been another lady admitted us. I do 
not know Mrs. Gahan. We were told to 
leave him on the kitchen table, and we got 
os workman named Hyland to look after 
1m 

MRS GAHAN'S EVIDENCE. 

Mrs. M. Gahan, Corrigeen, in the course of 
her evidence, said that none of the men men- 
tioned that her husband had got a blow or a 
fall or anything. After some time she assistes 
" putting him to bed, and he never recovered 
consciousness until he died. She sent for a 
doctor, 

_ The justice said that he had no hesitation 
in refusing informations on the murder 
charge, but he was in a quandary about the 
inanslaughter charge. 

Ir. Bolger said that there was no ground 
on which the manslaughter charge could be 
Sustained, except it came within the category 
of cases where a person is committing an un- 
lawful act, not likely in itself to cause danger 
to anyone, but which results in the death of 
unother person. To bring it into that cate- 
gory there must be evidence of blows struck 
In anger. It must be something more than a 
Sparring match. There was no distinction 
between this case and a case of a man killed 
in a football match in an accident. 

Justice—Or in a boxing ring. 

Mr. Bolger—Yes. If men begin to spar 
and, as a result, one of them is killed, there 
is no charge of manslaughter, because the 
contest is lawful. To make the contest un. 
lawful there. must be a quarrel, in which 
there is intention to hurt one another. and 
it must be a struggle in anger. 


_  _SJUSTICE’S COMMENTS. 

Che Justice said that a prima facie case 
had been made out; He would have no 
difficulty about the case if he could express 
' Was he entitled 
to question motives in the case? 

Mr. Bolger submitted that the Justice was 
bound by the evidence of Doyle that it was 
only a sparring match. ‘The prosecution 
Should prove that the blows were struck in 
anger, and that was not proved. 

Mr. Kelly said that the only evidence they 
had of the intention of Callaghan to hurt 
nomggpe gs au result of his action. There 
vas no doubt the man 
result of the blow, SE oo 

The Justice said that he did not think 
that he was entitled to express his own view 
of the case, as a prima facie case had been 
made out. 

Mr. Kelly said that there were other small 
pieces of evidence that might support a legal 
theory of anger. When going to Black's 
house Callaghan said that they would not 
talk about cattle there.

MINISTER’S DEFENCE, 


Mr. MULCAHY (Minister for Local Govern- 
ment and Public Health), replying to the 
debate, said that he had not heard one 
single argument why the estimate should be 
sent back for reconsideration, The only 
criticism that was to be offered was the 
inarticulate criticism of the Opposition divi- 
sion lobby. He had been accused of not 
theorising on the estimate, but the estimate 
was presented in its simple form, hecaase of 
the statutes relating to it. The policy 
behind the estimate was enshrined in ‘the 
Acts of the Oireachtas and the Acts before 
the Oireachtas was established. A good deal 
of siatistical work was being done in the 
department, and he was desirous that some 
of it should be done by the Statistics Branch 
of the Ministry of Industry and Commerce, 
but that would not be possible until the 
ground-work was completed in his own de- 
partment. He was anxious that the whole 
engineering stafis of his department should 
be organised in one branch and under one 
engineer, 

Considerable progress had been made in the 
making up of arrears of audits of public 
bodies, and the figure had been decreased 
from 1,700 cases to 495. Pharmacists had 
been appointed to bring up to date the list 
of requirements in drugs, medicines and 
appliances, 

SANITATION UNTAUGHT.
